This operation should be performed before the 
ground gets frozen, by placing the boxes, be., 
over the plants intended to be forced, and coyer- 
ing the ground with eight or ten inches of leaves 
or litter, Then, about the middle of January,

dung, as much as will entirely cover the articles, 
under which the plants are preserved. If prop- 
| erly managed, the-stalks will be fit foruge in from 
four to six weeks, and the plants will continue to 
produce until the roota inthe open air tako their 
place.” 

The plant may be forced with less trouble, ina 
common hot-bed, or under glass, with surface 
beat only. We placed some roots in our Aspara- 
gus bed last March, between the rows, and put- 
ting a hot-bed frame over them, had both vegeta- 
bles several Weeks earlier than usual. This plant 
is very hardy, and deserves a place in all good 
gardens. It will flourish every where on this con- 
tinent, from the Gulf cf Mexico to Hudson's Bay.

suited to nourish and sustain vigorously the rhu- 
barb plant, must be peculiarly rich in the phos- 
hates and sulphates of the alkalies. Bone, dust) 
ter, salt, and ashes, afford the inorganic bod= 
s required. Besides these, decomposing vegota- 


ble and an-animal manures are also needed to 
warnrand loosen the soil; and facilitate the de- 
composition, and consequently, the solubility of 
© inorganic materials. 

Tho proximate organic analysis shows over 44 
per cent. of malic acid and extract, with a little 
tartaric and oxalic acids, which accounts for the 
intonse acidity of the leaf stalks and for the apple 
flavor of the pies made from them. ‘The yery 
large per cent. of soda and chlorine explains the 
fondness of the plant for salt, and the fact that 
its roots Survived a thorough soaking in sea-water, 
The proportion of soda is much larger éven than 
in Asparagus, a marine plant, while the chlorine 
is but little less; Rhuberb showing 2.51 per cent, 
of chlorine, while Asparagus shows but 5. 21 per 
cent. 

Cutztvation.—This plant may be propagated 
either from the seed, or by a division cf the roots. 
If one has on handa good supply of roots of ° the 
best varieties he will get a harvest much sooner by 
dividing them, than by sewing the seed. They may 
be divided into small pieces, leaving a single eye! 
to onch piece, and setting them ata distance of 
four feet apart in the rows-and the rows four fect 
apart. The very largest varieties may beset five 
apart. This division may be made either in the 
fall, Or spring, but is best “made just after the 
eyes begin to swell. A single eye, if properly 
cared for, will make a large plant the first season, 
and the second.will furnish a large supply of 
leaves for market. Nothing will pay better, for 
thorough cultivation than rhubarb. It is a feed- 
er, and will appropriate a large amount of food. 
We have placed.in the bottom of the holes where 
we set the plants, a half bushel of fresh night-soil, 
slightly mixing it with the sub-soil, andthe best 
results have followed. In digging a hole for a 
pear tree this fall, near a rhubarb,*plant, we found 
that its roots had extended downward three feet, 
and laterally, mach further. In preparing thefaoi: 
forarhubarb plantation, our practice is, to trench 
thoroughly two feet deep, and manure heavily in 
the trenches with stable manure, or compost, as is 
most convenient. Wedigthe holes two and a 
balf or three feet deep, removing the sub-soil and 
putting in at the bottom the specific manures indi- 
cated bythe analysis, Among the yery best are 
swper-phosphate of lime and salt, nearly the third 
of the ash of the root being, a8 before stated, 
made up of phosphates, and athird of the ash of

tunately, nnder this system, no man is so high 
andnone so humble in the seale of public sta- 
tion asto escape from the scrutiny, or be ex- 
empt from the responsibility, which ail official

Upon the justice and intelligence of the 
magssera in the Government thus organized, 
is the sole reliance of the confederacy, and 
the only security for honest and earnest de- 
votion to the interests, against the usurpa- 
tions and encroachments of power, on the 
one hand, and the ussaults,of personal ambi- 
tion onthe other. 

The interest of which I have spoken is in- 
separable from an inquiring, self-governing

"The amount 
of the public debt of all classes on the 4th of 
March, 1853, was $66,160,371; payments on 
account of which have been made since that 
period to (he amount of $12,203,229, loaving 
unpaid, and in the continuous course of liq- 
uidation, the sum of $56,336,703. These 
payments, although made at the market price 
of the respective class of stocks, have been 
been perfected readily, and to the gen-

The second of the above mentioned ob-

T respectfully ask your attention to sun- 
dry suggestions of improvement in the scttle-

the Secretary; as also-to the progress made 
in construction of marine hospitals, custom

It is believed that experience has verified 
the;wisdom and justice of the present eystem 
with regard to the public domain in most es~ 
sential particulars. 

You will perceive fromthe report of the 
Secretary Interior, that opinons which have 
often ben expressed in relation to the operation 
of the land system, as not being a source of | 
revenue tothe Federal treasury, were erro- 
neous. Tho net profits from the sale of 
public lands'to June 13, 1853, amounted to 
the sum of filty-three million five hundred 
and eighty nine thousand four hundred and 
sixty-five dollars. 

Trecommend the extension of the land 
system over the Territories of Utah and New 
Mexico, with such modifications as their po- 
culiarities may require. 

Regarding our public domain as chiefly 
valuable to provide homes for tho industrious 
and enterprising, | am not prepared to re- 
commeod any essentinl change of the land 
system, except by modifications in favor of 
actual setilers, and an extension of the pre- 
emption principle in certain eases, for rea- 
sons, and on grounds, which will be fully 
developed in the reports to be Jaid before 
you 

Congress representing the proprietors of 
the territorial domain, and charged especial- 
ly with powers to dispose of territory be- 
longing to the United States, has, for a 
course of years, begining with the Adminis- 
tration of Mr, Jefferson, exercined the power 
to construct roads within thejTerritories; and 
there are 30 many and obvious distinctions

Numerous applications have been, and no 
doubt will continue to be, made for grants 
of land in aid of the construction of railwaym. 
{t is not believed to be within (he intent and 
meaning of (he Constitution, that the power 
to dispose of the public domain, should be u- 
sed otherwise than might be expected froma 
prudent proprietor, and, therefore,that grants 
of land to aid in the construction of roads, 
should be restricted in'cases where it would be 
for the iuterest of the proprietor, under like 
circumstances, tocontribute to construction 
ofthese works, For the practi¢al operation 
ofauch grants, thus fur advanving the in- 
terests of the States in which th» works are 
located, and ut thesame time the eubstan- 
tial interests of all the other States, by enhan- 
cing the value and promoting the rapid gale 
ofthe public domain, L refer you to the ve- 
portol the Secretary of the Interior. A 
careful examination, however, will show, 
that this experience is the result ofa juat dis~ 
eritnination, and will befor from affording 
encouragement to a reckless or indiscrimi-~ 
nate extension of the principle.

With an enz- 
jous desire for the completion of tho works which 
are regarded by all good citizens with sincere in- 
tercets, I have deemed it my duty to ask at your 
handa, & deliberate reconsideration of the question, 
with a hope that, animuted by a desire to promote 
the permanent and subvtantial interests of the 
country, your wisdom may prove equal to the task 
of devising and maturing 4 plan which, applied 
to this subject, may promise something better thin 
constant strife—the supension of the powers of lo- 
onl enterprise, the exciting of yain hopes, ard tho 
disappointments of ehorished expectations. 

{n expending the apprepriations made hy the 
Inst Congress, several cuses have arisen in’ rela- 
tion to works for the improvement of the harbors 
which inyolve questions us to the right of the soil 
and jurisdiction, and ‘have threatened conflict be- 
twoen the authorities of the States and General 
Goyornment. The right to construct a breakwa- 
ter, jetty or dain, would soem neecsearily to carry 
with it the power to protect and preserve such cons 
struction. This can only be effectually done by 
having jurisdiction over the soil. But no clause 
of the Constitution is found on which to rest the 
olaim of the United States to jurisdiction over tho 
soil of a State, except that confered by the 8th 
soction of tho Ist articlo of the Constitution.— 
It ia, then, submitted, whether in all cases where 
constructions are to be erected by the Genoral 
Goverment, the right of soil should not first be 
obtained. and logislativa provision be made to 
wover all such cases, 

Tor the progress made in tho construction of 
roads within the Territories, as provided for in 
the appropriations of the lust Congress, I refer 
you to the Report of the Secretary of War. 

There is ono subjeet of a domestic hature, 
which, from its intrinsic importance, and the many 
interesting questions of future policy which” it in- 
volves, cannot fail to receive your early attention. 
I allude to the menns of communication by which 
different parts of the wide expanse of our country 
are to be placed in closer connexion, for purposes 
both of defenco and commercin! intercotirse, and 
moro especially such as appertain to the commani- 
eation of the great divisions of the Union, which 
lio on the cools side of the Rocky Mountains. 

That tho Government has not been unminuful of 
this, heretofore is upparent from the aid it has 
afforded through appropriations for mail facilities 
sher purposes. But the general subject will 
now itself under aspects more imposing 
and more purely national, by reason of the surveys 
ordered by Congress, and now in the progress of 

communication by railway across 
d wholly withitt the limit of the 
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gainst msiconception, it should be remarked that, 
although the power to construct, or to aid in the 
construction of 2 road within the limits of a terri- 
tory is not embarrassed by the question of juris- 
diction which would arise within the limits of a 
State, it is, nevertheless, held to be of doubtful 
power, and more than doubtful propriety, even 
within the limits of a territory, for the General 
Government to undertake to administer the affairs 
of aruilroad and canal, or othor similar con- 
structions, and therefore, that its connection with 
a work of this character, should be incidental, 
rather than primary, 

I will only add, st present, that fully apprecia- 
ting the magnitude of tho sthiect, and solicitous 
that the Atlantic and Pacifio shores of the Repub- 
lie may be hound together by inseparable ties of 
common interest, as well as of common attach- 
ment to the Union, I shall be disposed, so far as 
my own action is concrened, to follow the lights 
of the constitution, as expounded and illustrated 
y those whose opinions and expositions constitute 
the standard of my political faith, 1b regard to the 
powers of the Federal Government, 

tis, I trust, not necessary to say that no 
deur of enterprise, and no present 
ment, promising popular favor, wi 


ran- 
urgent induce- 
I fead me to 
disregard those lights, or depart from that patli, 
which experience has proved to be safe, and which 
is now radiant with the glow of prospority and 
legitimate constitutional progress. We can uf- 
ford to wait bat we cannot afford to overlook the 
ark of our security, * 

It is no part of my purpose to give prominence 
to any subject which may properly be regarded 
ag set at roat by the delibetate judgement of the 
people. But while the present is bright with 
‘promise, and the future full of demand and in- 
ducement for the exercise of active intelligence, 
the past can never be without useful lessons of ad- 
monition snd instruction. If its dangers 
serve not as beacons, they will evidently fail to 
fulfil the object uf a wise design, When the grave 
shall have closed over all who are now endeavor- 
ing to meet the obligations of duty, the year 1853 
will be recurred to as a period filled with anxious 
apprehension. 

A successful war liad just terminated. Pence 
brought with it a vast augmentation of territory. 
Disturbing questions arose, bearing upon tho do- 
mestic institutions of one portion of the confede- 
racy, and involying the constitutional rights of 
the States; but, notwithstanding tho differences of 
opinion and sentiment which then existed, in re- 
lation to details and specific provisions, the ac- 
quiesence of distinguished citizens, whose deyo- 
tion to the Union can never be doubted, has given 
renewed vigor to our institutions, and restored a 
sense of repose and security to the public mind 
throughout the confederacy. That this repose is 
to suffer no shoek during my official term, if 1 
have power to ayert it, those who placed me bere 
may be assured. 

Phe wisdom of men who knew what indepen- 
dence eost, who had put all ut stnke upon the is- 
suc of the Revolutionary struggle, disposed of the 
subject to which I refer, in the only way ¢onsis- 
teut with the Union of the States “and “with the 
mirch of power and prosperity which hns made 
us what wo are. Itis a significant fact, that, from 
the adoption of the Constitution until the officers 
and soldiers of the Revolution were carried to 
their graves, or through the infirmities of age and 
wounds, had ceased tu participate actively in pab- 
lic affairs, there was not me} a quiet acquies- 
censein, but a prompt vindication of the con- 
stitutional rights of the States. The reserved 
powers were surupulously respected. 

No statesman put forth the narrow views of 
casuists, to justify interference and. agitation; but 
the spirit of the Compact was regarded as sacred 
in the eye of honor, and indespensable for the 
great experiment of civil liberty, which, environ- 
ed by inhorent difficulties, was yet burne forward 
in apparent weaknors, by a Power superior to all 
obstacles. Where is no condemnation which the 
foice of freedom will not pronounce upon us, 
should we prove faithless to this great trust.— 
While men inhabiting different parts of this 
See continent can no more be expected to 
hold the samo Opinions, er entertain the sime sen- 
timents, than every variety of climate or soil can 
be expeeted tu furnish the samo agricultural pro- 
ducts, they unite in a common object, and sustain 
inciples, essential to the maintenance 
of that object. 

‘fhe pian men of the South andthe North 
could stand together during the struggle of the 
revolution; they could stand together in the more 
trying period which sueceeded the clangor of arms, 
As their united valor was adequte to all the triale 
of the camp and dangers of tho field, eo their uni- 
ted wisdom proved equal to the greater task, of 
fonndibe, upon @ deep and broud basis, inatitu- 
tions which it hes been our privilege to enjoy, and 


will ever be our most snered duty to sustain. 

It is but the feeble expression of a faith strong 
and universal to say, that their sons, whose blood 
mingled so often upon the same field during the 
war of 1812, and who haye more recently borne 
in triumph the flag of the country upon’ foreign 
soil, will never tl alienation of feeling to weak- 
en the power of their united efforts, nor internal 
dissensions to paralyse the great arm of freedom, 
uplifted for the vindication of self-government. 

L have thus briefly presented such suggertions 
as seem to me especially worthy of your consider- 
ation. In providing for the present, you can 
hardly fail to avail yourselves of the light which 
the experience of the past casts upon the future. 
‘The growth of our population has now brought us, 
in the destined career of our national history, to 
a point at which it well behooves us to oxpand our 
vision over the vast prospective. Tho successive 
decennial returns of the census since the adoption 
of the Constitution, have seraalei a law of steady 
progressive development which may be stated, in 
general terms, as a duplication every qaarter of a 
century. Carried forward from the point already 
reached only for a short period of time, as applica- 
ble to the existence of a nation, this law of pro- 
gress, if unchecked, will bring us to almost in- 
credible results. bes oF 

A larga allowance for a diminished proportion- 
al effect of emigration, would not very materially 
reduce the estimate; while the increased ayer, 
| duration of human life, known to have already re- 
sulted from the scientific and hygienic improve- 
-ments of the past.fifty sears, will tend to keep up 
through the next fifty, or perhaps hundred years, 
the same ratio of growth which has been thus re- 
yoaled in our past progress; and to the influence 
of these causes may be added the influx of labor- 


val i d to swarm 
g and spreading millions of 
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These considerations seem folly 
presumption that the Inw of popula’ 


of persons who haye already arrived fit maturity, 
amd are now excercising the rights of freemen, will 
close theireyes on the spectacle of more than 
one hundred millions of population embraced with- 
in the majestic proportions of the American Union. 
It is not merely as an interesting topic of spéenla- 
tion that I present these views for your considet'a- 
tion. They have important practical bearings up- 
onal] the political duties we are called upon to 
pest Heretofore, our system of government 
ui 


scale, in comparison with the developments which 
it must thus assume within a future so. near at 
hand, as searcely to be beyond the present of tho 
existing government. 

It is evident that a confederation. so yast and 
so varied both in numbers and in territorial extent, 
in habits and in interosts, could only bo kept in 
national cohesion by the strictest fidelity to the 
principles of, the Constitution, o3° under- 
stood by those who have adhered tothe most 
restricted construction of the powers granted by 
the-people and the States. Interpreted and appli- 
ed uccording to these principles, the great com- 
pact adapts itself with healthy ease and freedom, 
to an unlimited extension of ‘that benign system 
of Federative government, of which it is our elori- 
ous, And I trust immoral character, Let us, 
with redoubled vigilance, be on our guard agai 
yielding to the temptation of the exercise of doubt: 
ful powers, even under the presure of the motives 
of conceded tempo advantage aad apparent 
temporary expediency. 3 

The minimum of federal goyornment compati- 
ble with the maintenance of national unity, and 
efiivient actiofi in our relations with the rest of the 
world, should afford the rule and measvre of con- 
struction of our power under the general claims 
of the Constitution. The spirit of strict defference 
to the sovereign rights and dignity of every State, 
rather than a disposition to subordinate the State 
into a provisional relation to the central authority, 
should characterise our exorcise of the respective 
powers temporarily vested in us,as a sacred trust, 
hy the generous confidence of our constituents. 

InJike manner, as 2 manifestly indespensable 
condition of the perpetuation of the Union, and of 
the realization of that magnificent future adver- 
ted to, does the duty become yoarly stronger and 
clearer upon us, as citizens of the several States, 
to cultivate a fraternal and affectionate spirit, lan- 
guage and conduct, in regard to other States, and 
in relation tothe varied ‘mterests, institutions and 
habits of sentiment and opinions, which may, re- 
spectively characterise them, Mutual forhear- 
ance, respect and non-iuterferance in our person- 
al action as citizens, andan enlarged exercise of 
the most liberal principles of cotiity in the public 
dealing of State with State, whether in legislation 
or in execution of laws are the means to perpet- 
uate that confidence and fraternity, the decay of 
which a mere political union on so vast a senle 
could not long survive. 

In still another point of view isan important 
practical duty suggested by this consideration of 
the magnitude ¢f dimensions to which our politi- 
eal system, with ite corresponding machinery of 
goverment, is so rapidly expanding, With in- 
creased vigilance does it require us to cultivate 
the cardinal virtues of public frugality, and official 
integrity and purity. Public affairs ‘ought to be 
£0 conducted that a settled ednviction shall per- 
vade the entire Union, that nothing short of the 
highest tone aud standard, of public morality 
marks eyery part of the administration and legis- 
lation of the General Government. Thus will the 
federal system, whatever expansion time or prb- 


rooted in the love and confidence of the people. 

That wise economy which is as farremoyed from 
parsithony as from corrupt and corrupting extray- 
agnhce; that single regard for the public good 
which will frown upon all attempts to approach 
the ‘Treasury with insidious projects of private in- 
terest, cloaked under public pretexts; that sound 
fisen] administration which, in the legislative de- 
partment, guards against the dangerous tempta- 
tions incident to overflowing revenuce; and on the 
Executive deyulyes an unsleeping watchfulness a- 
gainst the tendency of all expenditures to extray- 
Aagance, while they are admitted olementury palit- 
ical duties, may, I trust, be deemed as properly 
adverted to and urged,in view of the more impress- 
ive sense of the necessity which is directly aug- 
gested by considerstions now presented. 

Since the adjournment of Congress, the Vice 
President of the U. States has passed from the 
scones of earth, without having entered upon the 
daties of the station to which he had been 
called by the voice of bis countrymen; and having 
occupied almost continuously, for more than thir- 
ty years, @ seat in one or the other of the two 
Houses of Congress, and baying by his singular 
purity and wisdom secured unbounded confidence 
and universe] respect, hie friling health was watch- 
ed by the nation with painful solicitude. His loas to 
the country, under all the cireumataces, Kas been 
justly regarded as inroparables 

In compliance with the act of Congress of 
March 2\, 1853, the oath of office was administer- 
ed to him, on the 28th of that month, at Ariadne 
estate, near Matanzas, in the Island of Cuba, but 
his strength gradually declined, and was hardly 


Alabama, where, on the 18th day of April, in the 
most calm and peaceful way, his long and gener- 
ally useful carcer was terminated. 

Entertaining unlimited confidence in your patri- 
otic devotion to the public interest, ahd being 
conscious of no motives on my part which are not 
inseparable from the honor and advancement of 
my country, I hope it may be my privilege to de- 
serve end secure not only your cordial co-opera- 
tion in greut public measures, but also those rela- 
tions of mutual confidence and regard which it is 
always ao desirable to cultivate between mombers 
of co-ordinate branches of the Government.
